Miss Bliss was a 
most enthusiastic and intertesting 
speaker and laid particular stress on 
the value of vegetables in our diet, 
and pointed out that through the great 
canning interests .that swept the coun- 
try last year and maUe it generally 
possible for people to have their own 
canned vegetables that the health of 
the individual was much better with 
>:.he advent of spring than during the 
preceding years. Can! Can! Can! 
Inust be th -a housewife's slogan for 
the next three months ior more. It is 
just as important a part of our war 
work in season as any other so-called 
war .activity. Men on the fighting line 
must be fed and fed well in order to 
do their share, and it behooves us all 
to preserve all the excess production 
not only in our 'homes, but in any 
canning centre in our midst, and 
thereby release for overseas the foods 
that may be more easily transported 
and are more vital to the soldiers. 

Mr. Hoover has stated that the 
home canning saved the food situa- 
tion this last year. 

The club has arranged a schedule 
whereby the members and friends will 
be responsible for the work at the 
Ardmore canning centre one day each 
week during the canning iseason. Ten 
per cent, of each day's output will 
be donated to the isoldiers and sailors 
who are already on our shores con- 
valescing. Your efforts will as a. re- 
sult of the above arrangement serve 
two purposes.
